FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORTS 


The Finance Committee Makes a Careful Survey of the 
Necessary Expenditures for the Coming Year. 
Curtailing a Few Estimates. 


After careful and prolonged study, the 
finance committee has made a report of 
its findings in regard to proposed ap- 
propriations for the year 1918. The 
matter of the great rise in the cost of 
all material and also in the advanced 
price of labor caste the committee to 
cut down appropriations in many cases, 
and only what was deemed absolutely 
necessary and for the good of the town 
was approved. The committee had in 
mind the almost certain increase in the 
state Lax this year in its approval of the 
amounts needed for the conduct of the 
several departments of the town: There 
is exhibited much unanimity among the 


committee with the one exception of the | 


matter of the appropriation for high- 
ways, which is noted below. 

The following is a list of appropria- 
tions recommended. by. the committee 
for 1918: Almshouse expenses, $4500; 
almshouse repairs, $300; relief out of 
almshouse, $4300; aiding mathers with

MAKING A SAFE DEMOCRACY 


United Men’s Clubs Hear Interesting Address by Pastor of 


the. Baptist Church 


on Making a Safe 


Democracy For the World. 


The Echo Club of the Baptist church | the millenium requires more than the 


at its regular February meeting last 
Friday evening had as its guests the 
Men’s Clubs of the South and Free 
Churches. The speaker for the occasion 
was Rev, E. H. Prescott, pastor of the 
Baptist Church, who delivered an ex- 
ceptionally able address. Mr. Prescott 
said he was unable to secure Governor 
Milliken of Maine, who was ill, but 
hoped to secure him at a later meeting 
of the Club. Clare Norton, president 
of the Echo club, presided, and after the 
singing of the National hymn, intro- 
duced Mr. Prescott, who spoke in part 
as follows: 

“One of the reasons given by our 
President for the entrance of the 
United States into this world war is ‘to 
make the world safe for democracy.’ 
But as men take a broad and deep view 
of the life of mankind to-day, there is 
another great problem and work that 
accompanies and follows this struggle of 
the nations, and that work is making a 
democracy safe for the world. The mag- 
nitude and worth of this work no one who , 
studied its dimensions, and reach and 
obstacles, will deny; for the welfare and 
goal of humanity is not at all assured 
by the defeat of autocracy.” 

The first point Mr. Prescott developed 
was the meaning of democracy, and said 
one of the great characteristic features 
which stands out prominently in these 
modern times is the rise of democracy. 
If we ask what it is, we are inclined to 
hark back to that classic ‘définition of 
Lincoln, “A government of the people, 
for the people, and by the people.” 
Now a civil democracy is a form of gov- 
ernment, the rule of the people by rep- 
resentation, supposed to embody the 
will of the people. But do we under- 
stand that government is a merely ar- 
bitrary conception, and that any form j 
may become a tyranny, unless it is kept | 
every moment in living contact with , 
these social forces, wishes, hopes, needs 


‘of the people, which rise up outside of 


cabinets and commissions and parlia- 
ments. Fundamentally democracy is a 
spirit of right relationship embodied in 
morality, intelligence and character. | 


‘This ‘defined; two things are evident. 


First that the democratic Utopia’ or 


overthrow of the present autocratic 
menace; second, that neither autocracy 
nor democracy is safe unless dominated 
| by the right spirit and inspired by right 
| ideals. 
Tn the present world conflict there was 
a fundamental fact to take into account. 
In popular language we are fighting au- 
tocracy; yet we must go deeper to find 
the real foundation difficulty, and it 
will be found to be ir-religion. We miss 
the crux of the whole situation if we do 
not realize that behind and underneath 
all this militaristic, dynastic, despotic, 
brutal exprgssion and propaganda of the 
German ernment, the instigating 
and supporting power is the fruit: of 
ir-religion. No one will doubt that 
Germany hes for a long time and in too 
large a measure, been the Theological 
University. of the world, and God’s 
truth and Christ’s gospel have suffered 
much at the hands of German scholar- 
ship. A rationalistic, destructive, hyper- 
critical teaching has exploited God and 
substituted man’s philosophy for God's 
truth: - Out of this philosophy has grown 
a sort of national philosophy «whose 
chief apostles are Trietschke and Nietz- 
sche, voiced in the “might of the state,”’ 
the German “supermen”, a Germanic 
“Kulture” to overcome and dominate 
the world. 
To secure this there has grown up a 
militaristic, despotic autocracy, whose 
weapon is the “mailed fist’. The 


‘blasphemous Kaiser “speaks. of God, 


but the God of Jesus Christ he. does not — 


know. The whole system is ungodly 
and irreligious, : 
But in making a democracy safe for 
the world, we must face the irreligion 
within our own democracy. ‘For demo- 


-eracy has not always been high-minded 


or clean-handed” and the voice. and 
will of the people have not always been 
the voice and will of God. 
greed, graft, corruption, racial animosi- 
ties, sont debaichery: have left: their 
blighting and shameful impress on the 
nation and plague spots ef corruption 
have-too often developed. 
It goes without saying that |

FEDERAL INCOME 
TAX IN BRIEF 


The Requirements Boiled Down 
for Busy Bay Staters 


Returns must be filed on or before 
March Ist, 1918. 

Tax due may be paid DOw or on or 
before June 15th, 1918. 

If you were single and your net in- 
come for 1917 was $1000 or more, 
you must file a return. 

If you were married. and living 
with wife (or husband) and had a 
net income for $2000 or more for 
1917, you must file a return. 

Husband’s and wife’s income must 
be considered jointly, plus income of 
minor children 

Income of a minor or incompetent, 
derived from a separate estate, must 
be reported by his legal representa- 
tive. 

Severe penalties are provided for 
those who neglect or evade the law. 

For false or fraudulent return, 
there is a penalty not exceeding 
$2000 fine or year’s imprisonment, or 
both, plus 100 per cent. of tax. 

For failure to make return on or 
before March ist, 1918, fine is from 
$20 to $1000 plus 50% of tax due. 

Returns must be filed with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue of dis- 
trict in which you live. 

An agent may file return for a per- 
son who is ill, absent from the 
country, or otherwise incapacitated. 

Each return must be signed and 
sworn or affirmed by person execut- 
ing it. 

Single persons are allowed $1000 
exemption in computing normal tax. 

A married person living with wife 
(or husband) is allowed $2000 exemp- 
tion, plus $200 for each dependent 
child under 18. 

A head of family, though single, is 
allowed $2000 exemption, if actually

Returns must show the entire 
amount of earnings, gains, and pro- 
fits received during the year. 

Officials and employees are not 
taxable on the salaries or wages re- 
ceived from a state, county, city, or 
town in the United States. 

Interest on state and municipal 
bonds issued within the U. 8S. is 
exempt from Federal income tax, 
and should be omitted. 

Interest on United States govern- 
ment bonds is also exempt, except 
on individual holdings of Liberty 
Fours in excess of $5000 par value. 

Dividends are not subject to 
normal tax, but must be reported and: 
included in net income. ~ A 

Gifts and legacies are not uncome,

return of the beneficiary. Ya 

Life insurance received as a bene- 
ficiary or as premiums paid back. at 
maturity or surrender of policy is not 
income. 

Payments received for real or per- 
sonal property sold is not income, 
but the profit realized thereon is in- 
come for the year of sale. 

Amounts received in payment of 
notes or mortgages is not income, 
but the interest on such notes or 
mortgages is taxable. income. 

From the entire gross income, cer- 
tain allowances are made in arriving 
at the net income. 

Necessary expenses actually paid 
In the conduct of a business, trade or 
profession, may be claimed. 

A farmer can claim payments for 
labor, seed, fertilizer, stock-feed; 
repairs on buildings except his 
dwelling; repairs of fences and farm 
machinery; materials and small tools 
for immediate use. 

The amount of rent paid for a 
farm may also be claimed as a ten- 
ant farmer's expense. 

Payments for live-stock are allow- 
able, if bought for resale, But if 
bought for breeding purposes, cattle 
are an investment, not an expense, 
and cannot be allowed. 

A- storekeeper can claim amounts 
paid for advertising, clerk-hire, tele- 
Dhone, water, light and fuel also 
drayage and freight bills, and cost of 
Operating and repairing wagons and 
trucks. 

A physician can claim cost of his 
professional supplies, rent, office help, 
telephone, expense of team or auto- 
Mobile used in making professional 
calls, and expenses attending medi- 
cal conventions. 

A dentist can claim similar items, 
except team or auto expense, which 
@re not necessary in his profession. 

Expenses that are personal,or con- 
Rected in any way with the support 
or well-being of a person or family, 
are not. allowable. 

The costs of machines, instru- 
ments, vehicles or implements that 
are more or less permanent in char- 
acter, are not allowable as an @z- 
Dense. They are investments. 

Interest paid on a mortgage or 
other personal indebtedness is allow- 
able on a personal return. ’ 

All taxes paid within the year can 
be taken out on a Federal return, 
except Federal Income Taxes, inheri- 
tance taxes and assessments for lo- 
eal improvements. 

Losses sustained in business or 
through fire, sterm, or shipwreck or 
by theft, except when compensated 
by insurance or otherwise. ..

What an Andover Man Sees at 
the Nation’s Capitol. 


(Special Correspondence to the Towns- 
man.) ‘ 


Washington, D..C., Feb. 21.—The 
really noteworthy speech of Senator 
Weeks the other day on “The War 
Cabinet and Director of Munitions” 
contained valuable information for the 
entire country and it will well iepay any 
citizen to procure a copy of it and read 
with care. Anda real point in his able 
address was in regard to the enormous 
contracts and the matter of competition. 
Senator Weeks, in course of his remarks, 
said in regard to the manner of making 
purchases of Army supplies: ‘In most 
cases, except in contracts for shoes, the 
contracts were not made as a result of 
competition. It was claimed that con- 
ditions were such that this could not be 

| done, but, leaving out the contracts for 
shoes, the total contracts made by this 
bureau (the committee on supplies) 
during the months beginning with the 
declaration of war and up to the first of 
January aggregated about $700,000,000. 
It is worth noting that the Paymaster’s 
Bureau of the Navy continued its policy 
of the past, and all contracts were made 
as a result of competition, the bureau 
having expended $300,000,000 without 
any difficulty in supplying the require- 
ments of the Navy by following that 
system. While I do not claim that ex- 
cessive prices were paid—indeed, it 
would be almost impossible to determine 
whether or not they were—contracting 
without competition is contrary to law 
and to every business precedent gov- 
erned by prudence. It also involves 
some serious situations.” The point 
that the Senator makes is well to bear 
i in mind, the letting of contracts without 
competition. In conclision the Senator 
said: 
“Congress has resolved that every 
resource of the country shall be devoted 
to the successful prosecution of the war, 
and as far as possible this pledge has 
been fulfilled. Can anyone claim that it 
is not the duty of Congress to see that 
the resources they have provided ‘are so 
expended that a ¢onsummation of the 
purposes for which they are given is 
insured? How are we to know that this 
thing is being done in a manner satis- 
factory to the Congress and the people 
of the country unless investigations are 
held and the details of the work of the 
administration scrutinized? Moreover, 
we owe everything to our men on the 
other side and to those on this side 
training to take their places at the front. 
They are to be plunged into the vortex 
of the most deadly military operations. 
men have ever had to encounter. Every 
conceivable device to ki!l, maim, and 
torture is: in operation on that great 
battle front.. What excuse can we make 
to. qur soldiers if we are neglectful of 
their security, their comfort, and,.in the 


final analysis, of their lives? The loyal |: 


man in the United States iggaot he who 
complacently assumes that everything is 
as it should be, who is willing to accept 
general statements for detailed informa- 
tion, but on the contrary is the one who 
is ever alert to do and to see that there is 
done not our bit but our very best. We 
owe this to our fighting forces, our 
country, and to ourselves, and should not 
be' diverted from that course by unreas- 
oning or uninformed criticism -from any- 
one, whatever his position may be.” 


While debating in the House the 
urgent deficiency appropriation bill— 
the greatest measure of its kind in the 
history of the country, calling for the 
expenditure of $1,000,000,000—Repre- 
sentative Treadway of Massachusetts 
raised a most interesting question. He 
said that he was “credibly informed that 
even concerns are granted contracts that 
did not exist at the time of making the 
contract and go so far as to organize 
after the contract is let to a few individ- 
uals. At the present-time nearly all 
construct.on throughout the country is 
stopped other than for government pur- 
poses. Now, it seems to me that, in 
fairness to the maintenance of business 
arrangements throughout the country, 
these other concerns—I believe possibly 
not as large as those to whom the con- 
tracts have been let,yet nevértheless fully 
capable of carrying on such work as the 
onstruction of these temporary build- 
ings—ought to have a chance. | There- 
fore I would like to know under what 
supervision those contracts are let, what 
the conditions are, who controls them, 
and why the smaller bidder does not 
have the same opportunity to get con- 
tracts under this. cost-plus method as 
some of the largest concerns. You can 
probably count on the fingers of one 
hand the actual concerns doing the 
business. They may do it under some 
subsidiary company and get a differen@ 
title, but nevertheless there are very few 
large corporations with great financial 
backing that are actually controlling 
this rapid construction on the part of the 
Government. Therefore I think it per- 
fectly right and proper that the com- 
mittee should have some information as 
to who actually gets these contracts. I 
have known of men coming here trying 
to get information about specifications, 
and they have been shuffled around from 
one board to another, from one place to 
another, from one man to another, 
without meeting anyone in a respon- 
sible position who would actually give 
them the desired information. I am not 
offering this in the line of criticism, but 
I do think it is a matter on which we 
ought to have-information.”

Alfred Brandeis, a brother of Asso- 
ciate Justice Brandeis of the United 
States Supreme Court, has been given a 
position in the matter of food investi- 
gations. He is now on a tour investi- 
gating charges of extortionate prices for 
mill feeds. 

The war between the War Depart- 
ment and the Post Office Department 
still goes on. Second Assistant Post- 
master General Praeger says that the 
War Department regulations are pri- 
marily responsible for the delay in the 
mail of the soldiers in France.

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The Coming Town Meeting — 

In ordinary times the warrant as 
published, and the recommendations 
made by the committee on finance, 
would not appear to be very interesting 
as a ‘prospect for the coming town 
meeting. Few new projects are suggested 
and very little change-in carrving on the 
old ones is proposed. The one interest- 
ing feature is of such a serious nature 
that it is a pretty disturbing matter 
that calls for attention of Andover 
voters. 

We go beyond the $200,000 appropria- 
tion by a much larger amount than is 
suggested for the finance committee. 
Until two years ago we never considered 
appropriations without taking into 
account definite amounts for state tax 
and, county tax. Of late years both of 
these have been ignored in making up 
the budget, because it has been suggest- 
ed that they must be paid anyway and 
because they were a constantly increas- 
ing burden. If these should be added to 
the amount suggested by the finance 


committee, we would. probably have for 


consideration as a basis for our tax rate 
next vear a proposal to raise.in Andover 
atthe coming town meeting a sum rising 
$250,000. 

There are those who believe that this 
sum represents a tax rate next year 
approximating $30.00 on the thousand. 
If the tax rate does reach this figure we 
would better say goodby in Andover to 
many plans that are making for addition- 
al property investments, and we will be 
fortunate if we don’t say good-bye to 
many of the people who will find it 
difficult to stand a three per cent burden 
coming directly out of incomes already 
none too large. 

It is all very well to talk about the 
“leaders” controlling a situation, but 
when the ‘leaders’. are made up of 
many kinds as they are in Andover (as 
they aré in many Lowns as a matter of 
fact), some of them being able to dodge 
their tax burden in any one of a dozen ; 
different ways known to the rich tax 
dodger, and others able to camouflage 
their opinions and ideas by sweet 
phrases, we are likely to get little relief 
from the so-called ‘‘leaders” when it 
comes to lessening the real burden of 
taxation. There is but one force capable 
of controlling this situation and that 
force is made up of the multitude of real 
consumers to whom the tax ultimately 
comes with all of its foree. In Andover 
this means every voter from the front 
seat in town meeting to the rear seat, 
and if these men will get any conception 
whatsoever of how this tax will be 
passed on from one to another and 
ultimately reach the pocket of every 
worker and of every person who uses 
the things which make up a man’s 
living, we will get a group of men think- 
ing right and then acting right owethis 
vital question. 

Coming to the different features, we 
have time this week to make only a 
general comment. The writer believes 
that the finance committee have care- 
fully considered the needs and have 
given an honest opinion as to what they 
believe the town should do in the matter 
of appropriation: The writer does not 
believe, however, that the sole job that is 
ahead of the voters is to take things as 
they are and upon that assumption, go 
on with what in some kinds of business 
would be considered bad bargains, just 
because we have entered into them. 

This is the time to cut out everything 
that is unnecessary and we have a strong 
feeling that if the town would only have 
the courage to say it would not do a 
number of things in several departments 
that it has been doing, it could save a 
lot of money in the present emergency. 
One particular field offering an oppor- 
tunity for this thing is the school de- 
partment. It may be necessary to keep 
up the same school buildings, although 
we doubt that all the rooms are needed. 
It certinly is necessary to pay the teach- 
ers More money, and we all know that 
certain essentials will cost more, but we 
believe most emphatically that there 
are a number of foolish things in the 
school curriculum that could be dropped 
with not only a saving of money, but 
with an improved efficiency brought up 
to the children in Andover because non- 
essentials have been left out of their edu- 
cation, 

This same thing would apply to other 
departments, but only as a suggestion, 
we wonder if the time hasn’t come to go 
ahead and do something of this sort in a 
number of departments not only to save 
the money, but to improve real effi- 
ciency. 

Getting Together for Crops 

A most interesting and most unusual 
meeting was held in the Grange hall 
last ‘Tuesday evening for the purpose of 
working out some co-operative plan for 
increasing the food production of staple 
crops in Andover the coming season. It 
was unusual because we doubt if under 
the conditions for travel, and the kind 


of weather, there has ever been gath- 
ered in Andover so many men interested 
to do something and desiring to do the 
best possible thing, even though they 
didn’t agree, as that which gathered at 
the hall on Tuesday. The entire Public 
Safety Committee was present and 
about sixty farmers, called under the 
leadership of the Grange, and all very 
much concerned over the present situa- 
tion. 

It was known that last year these 
farmers. did not feel that the plan was 
well worked out providing for an increas- 
ed acreage in Andover through the me- 
dium of many small gardens. From the 
stand point of real genuine food product- 
ion the farmers were undoubtedly right, 
and their opinions were expressed freely 
and given careful heed by all present. 
The discussion was good tempered but 
full of plain-spoken comment sure to 
result in a better understanding by-all 
sides for the coming vear. More than 
two hours was given over to thinking 
over various phases, to making different 
kinds of suggestions, but all looking 
towards the ultimate result of the meet- 
ing which was a proposal by the Public 
Safety Committee, that the Grange haye 
a committee named at an early meet- 
ing, who would be empowered to. co- 
operate with the Public Safety Com- 
mittee in doing every possible thing to 
have the farmers do more work the com- 
ing vear. Suggestions were made as to 
how labor could be provided, how the 
purchase of seeds and fertilizers could be 
worked out, and various other features 
were given careful consideration. 

County Agent Gaskill-from the Essex 
Agricultural, School was present and 
made a splendid talk touching upon the 
needs of the country, the demand which 
the world would make upon the country 
for more foodstuff, the crops that might 
be most profitable, and: various other 
things that were helpful in making all 
those in attendance better understand 
the pressing need of the times. The meet- 
ing was a good one, and one of the chief 
reasons why it was good was becaus? 
everybody felt pleased to express his 
honest opinion, and there is never any 
question about the value of the inter- 
change of honest opinions when they 
are expressed with respect for all in- 
terests concerned. _ 

Mr. Cole, Chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee, presided and prac- 
tically all of the leading farmers of the 
town were in attendance. 

Editorial Cinders 

The following is a letter from one of 
the “unfortunate ones” in camp, 
printed in a recent Boston Herald and 
addressed to the folks at home. 

“T feel sorry for you. {I have shelter, 
heat, good food-—meat, wheat, and 
sugar, Loo, alwavs—plenty of clothing, 
plenty of work, but not a bit of worry, 
exercise, perfect: health, sound sleep, 
and a little money. What have you? 
The coal question, the pursuit of sugar 
and oltber food, wheatless, meatless, 
heatless days, lightless nights, business 
worries (probably), uncertainties and 
doubts, worries about the proper con- 
duct of the war, grippe and colds. It 
seems to me the army ought to do 
something for the poor, down-trodden 
civilians, who get little, pay big taxes, 
and go unkempt and uncared for while 
the women knit.”

We are glad that the Monday clos- 
ings have passed, not only because there 
ig evidence that there is less needfffor 
Monday closing but because the irrifa- 
tion coming from this method of reliev- 
ing the coal situation has been getting 
hold of the people pretty seriously. 
Most people have been pretty reason- 
able, but unfortunately there have been 
all too many with whom the business 
man must come: in contact, who have 
made it a pretty uncomfortable situa- 
tion. Most of us will be glad to write 
“March” when that month shall come, 
even though it has the name of carrying 
with it more noise and bluster than most 
of the months.

Andover Guild Work : 


From the monthly reports of the 
Superintendent: 

The Guild has been a popular place 
this season, and a busy place, taking 
care of a much increased membership 
and larger numbers enrolled in classes. 
The whole spirit this year has been so 
gratifying; the growing spirit of loyalty 
as shown by the boys and girls has been 
one of the outstanding things to be 
depended upon, and has been much 
appreciated. 

If the good triends who make the 
Guild possible could only see at first 
hand, just what this community center 
means, as the boys and girls gather here 
each week for class instruction, for rec- 
reation, for physical development, for 
happy fellowship and social life, it would 
be a great source of satisfaction. 

The Guild is a very active place on 
Boys’ nights. Every inch of the lower 
floor is in full possession of the boys. 
the game room being a particularly 
popular room — a group here pondering 
over a game of checkers entirely ob- 
livious to the boys around; another 
group interested in Jack straws, an- 
other group enjoying Lotto with the 
same keen interest that might be given 
to a game that had never been seen be- 
fore — still another enjoying a Fortune 
Telling game, while still others are wait- 
ing their opportunity,.to play on the 
two Junior pool tables, that are a never- 
ending source of pleasure. The victrola 
has its full share of attention and hardly 
stops long enough for a breathing space 
from the time: the boys come in until 
they go out at 10 o’clock. At the same 
time classes are going on in the gymnas- 
ium under the direction of a physical 
instructor, and the bowling alleys are 
busy supplying pleasuie for boys who 
are not in the mood for the other games. 
The membership is 83 and each Monday 
and Thursday evening finds between 
70 and 80 boys at the Guild House, 
which is a good average attendance. 


The senior boys have organized a very 
good basketball team this year and have 
played some interesting games. The 
physical director has given the team 
extra time for thorough work in coach- 
ing and the result has been the develop- 
ment of one of the best teams the Guild 
has had for some time. Nearly every 
Saturday evening this season there has 
been a game either by the girls’ or the 
boys’ teams, the boys’ team playing the 
larger number. The boys have taken 
great pride in their team, and have a 
good record to.show for the work they 
have done to make it a success. During 
the month the team has given a dancing 
party to raise money for their team uni- 
forms. The boys worked hard to make 
this event a success, and took great 
pride in having the party a very en- 
joyable one in every way. A large num- 
ber was present and.so far.about $32 has 
been cleared. The boys themselves dct- 
ed in the capacity of floor committee and 
were most helpful in keeping the party 
one that every one could enjoy, and 
special commendation should be given 
to thems The result has been the or- 
ganization of a permanent floor com- 
mittee for the Saturday evening work 
which will be a great help in the future.

This class ig,doing some 
very interesting work, and in many ways 
rather remarkable work, considering 
this is the first’ real instruction along 
this line that any of the children have 
had. At the close of the first ten les- 
sons there will be an open day for moth- 
ers and friends to visit the class and see 
what sort of work the children are do- 
ing. 

The Mothers’ Club has met as usual 
and has been busy with the process of 
making over garments into clothes that 
the children can wear. They have al- 
ready started a treasury from the sale 
of clothes from their store in which 
they keep clothes that are contributed 
from time to time and sell for a small 
amount as the call comes for such 
garments as they can supply.

LETTERS FROM FRANCE 


By Mrs Marlborough Churchill 


January 5, 1918 

| have had such a perfect ten days 
with Marlborough here, and although 
we both were busy all day long at our 
work, we were able to have lunch to- 
gether somewhere every day. And we 
also have been able to have the evenings 
at home together, which is wonderful. 
Last week came the news that he was to 
go back to the Artillery. It means of 
course that my chances for seeing him so 
often, are a thing of the past. It takes 
him absolutely away from duties con- 
nected with Paris, but for the past four 
months with many trips to Paris, we 


have much to be thankful for. I can 
hear from him, and I imagine the let- 
ters will not be more than a week old. 


It takes five days from General Head- 
quarters now. We can wire, and off and 
on | will see people coming and going to 
his spot, so you see I can keep very much 
in touch. Lucky me, to be on this side 
of the Atlantic! 

| was rather a shirker on New Year’s 
Day, for we had a holiday at the Al- 
cazar, and I had planned to go to Mme. 
Anderson’s orphanage and help Miss 
Dagmar serve dinner to the beggars of 
that neighborhood... Mme. Anderson 
does this each year, for the paupers in 
her district, but this year was not able 
to do anything on account of being ill. 
But as Marlborough was here, and his 
time limited, T just let the paupers en- 
joy themselves without me. But thanks 
to my Christmas fund, I sent a new two 
franc piece for each. That is I knew 
there could be but sixty served there, so 
sent sixty two-franc pieces. 

Miss Dagmar said as she pressed the 
shining bit into each hand as they de- 
parted, it was a study to see their ex- 
pressions. Their joy was almost pathet- 


Ic. 

1 am thankful for each day that I have 
Marlborough here, and I expect each 
one to be the last. I hope our cable went 
through to you on Christmas, but ap- 
parently for weeks, the mail and cable 
have been tied up in double knots, I 
don’t care as Tong as the men down the 
line WhO are many of them away for the 
first time, Set their mail. They need it, 
to keep in the best shape. 

And think of the tons there must be, 
and with little facility to handle it. 
One cannot expect anything like regu- 
lar service for several weeks yet. My 
one idea these days is to hustle through 
work, so’ as to get home by the time 
Marlborough does. This business of 
being a working girl, and having a 
husband “on permission” is a fearful 
combination. One has to be neglected, 
and you may be sure it is my work! 


January,8, 1918. 


« To-day we received a lot of papers, 


among them the Townsman, which we 
read frem cover to cover... The Andover 
boys*-letters, I adore. But: the nicest 
things in the world, are the letters I am 
receiving in appreciation of my Christ-

mas remembrance to them,~-and--all 
filled with such genuine appreciation of 
hearing from some one who calls Ando- 
ver home, so near them. One_ boy 
whom I heard from last night said, “I 
didn’t think that I had any lady friend 
so near me in France, especially one who 
calls their home Andover. It is Home 
Sweet Home to me, and I wish that I 
was there now.” Mollie seconds all his 
sentiments, and she is quite sure he is a 
fine lad. . 

Marlborough left early on Sunday 
morning, and these first few days with 
him away until spring, if not longer, are 
hard to settle down to mentally, but 
days are so full, that one hasn’t time to 
think of their own troubles. Work is 
one’s salvation, but there are times when 
you feel inclined to “blow up”, if it 
didn’t stop for five minutes. 

Yesterday when I came home I found 
Mollie holding court in two languages. 
The filleul had arrived unexpectedly 
from the hospital in Pas de Calis, and 
the other was Paul Jackson, who is a 
captain. of engineers. It seems she 
would talk with one, and then pass the 
conversation on in another language. 

The filleul has come to Paris for his 
20-day convalescence. He is looking 
very well, and after three operations his 
eyesight is all right, but at times he has 
a good deal of pain in his eyes, which he 
says is growing less all the time. He 
stayed and dined with the maids, and 
then came in and played checkeis with 
Moll until her bed time. He had written 
her he was the checker expert in the hos- 
pital, so Moll, being from Missouri, 
wanted to see him play. 

This afternoon Mollie took Sophie 
and her brother, who is in the foreign 
legion, and here on permission, to the 
cinema, When he goes back, he is in 
the next Ict to “go over the top,” and he 
told Moll that all who lived got the 
croix de guerre. The foreign legion are 
certainly not spared. Fortunately like 
all men made of the right stuff, he has 
every confidence that nothing can hap- 
pen to him. 

Our last letters were dated Thanks- 
giving, but I know many are on the way, 
and when I think of the size of the trans- 
atlantic mails these days, I wonder we 
ever get anything. 

The winter is cold and lots of snow, 
but a real wirter-that you don’t mind. 
Nothing like the rainy, wet, chilly damp- 
ness of last year. My apartment is 
most comfortable all the time, and there 
is lots of wood from the cases in my cel- 
lar, for days when thé heat gives out.

Death of Charles G. Saunders 


Charles G. Saunders, a well known 
Lawrence and Boston laWyer, especially 
as an expert in ecclesiastical law, died in 
Boston suddenly on Monday, at the age 
of seventy.

fa The war work of the Margaret Slat- 
tery class of the Free church is something 
out of the ordinary class work of Sunday 
School classes. Under the leadership of 
Miss Jennie R. Hinchcliffe, the class has 
been doing a remarkable work of social 
and sympathetic interest for the boys in 
service. 

Long before the United States went 
into the war the class became interested 
and began to do “their bit” for brothers 
of two members of the class. These 
boys entered the British service and 
one of these, William Rae, has since 
given his life for the cause. The other, 
Walter Strout, is the husband of one 
of the members of the class. Later an- 
other member of the class bade her hus- 
band, Douglas Hutcheson, farewell, 
and other members have friends in the 
service.

After the talk there was an oppor- 
tunity to meet Mrs. Barney, and talk 
over problems of the home.

Partridge, Mrs. Cheever and Mrs. 
Buxton. 

The Lincoln penny envelopes were 
collected to be sent to Washington 
to help in the work for children through 
the Home Education Division. Last 
year over 50,000 mothers were reached, 
by means of bulletins and personal 
correspondence. Through the reading 
-courses it has promoted good reading 
among boys and girls and meff and 
women throughout the country. In 
this way the Congress of Mothers has 
come into personal touch with over 
240,000 homes. 

Mrs. Daniel O. Mears, vice-president 
of N. C. M. is National Chairman of 
Child-Welfare Day, and has had charge 
of the planning of Child Welfare pro- 
grams all over the country.

ever before. Those who have asked, 
“After the was, what?” are finding that 
“what” answered. Believing that this 
war will result ima victory for Democra- 
cy, so a8-to give practically unrestricted 
opportunity for the operation of Demo- 
cracy, “What then?” Democracy 
will fail as autocracy has failed, unless it 
be permeated, controlled and inspired 
by the right spirit. There is but one 
thing that will undo and destroy the 
works of irreligion, and*prove to be the 
positive constructive force humanity 
needs, and that thing is real religion —- 
a religion that does not shirk its duties, 

but meets its demands. 

It is perhaps axiomatic to say thal 
“religion determines. civilization,” and 
what our civilization is and will be, de- 
pends upon the kind and grip of our 
religion; and what our religion is and will 
be depends upon the God we worship. 

A safe democracy involves several 
fundamental principles as follows: First, 
a democracy safe for the world must be 
built upon a spiritual foundation. Thal 
is, the will of the people must reach back 
in a vital, inspirational, directive way 
to the will of God. Such a democracy 
must be founded, grounded and opera- 
ted upon a belief in God, and that not 
the God of the blasphemous Kaiser. 
but the God of Jesus Christ. 

By this is not meant either state. 
church or ecclesiastical control, but a 
democratic civilization that will find 
its salvation by the application of the 
eternal principles of the Christian re- 
ligion. Again a democracy safe for the 
world means a depth and breadth of 
education iff facts and moral evaluation. 


‘| Education js ‘the unfolding: of civiliza- 


tion. Just what this unfolding will be 
depends upon the ideas that push from 
behind, and the ideals that allure and 
beckon forward. 

Mankind’s chief problem is how to 
live, and in a true democracy three great 
and mighty ideals are outstanding. 
namely, freedom, justice and frater 
nity. They have a moral evaluation 
into which the people must enter by 
education and experience. - 

And then there must be noted the 
need of leadership in true democracy. 

The makers of the democracy which 
is to control modern civilization and 
be a safe democracy, must be seers with « 
vision, a Vision big with those ideals by 
which humanity is blessed. A_ safe 
democracy calls for a leadership which 
has ‘the mind that is in Christ.” 

In conclusion Mr. Prescott asked who 
is sufficient for these things; and where 
shall the leadership be found? The 
answer was the Church of God — and 
to-day is the opportunity of the Chris- 
tian church. And to do this the church 
must be careful of the interpretation © 
the truth as it isin Jesus Christ. !! 
must unfalteringly enter upon its tash 
and make itself heard in all human ac- 
tivities. That the church must work fo! 
the regeneration of the individual hear! 
and life and bring it into fellowship wit! 
God, and finally the church in its might 
program must enlist the manhood and 
womanhood of the land to co-operal’ 
with God for its great achievement.
